Heaviest Air Blow Of Pacific W ar Struck By America; 


500 Super-Forts Ham m er At Least Five Cities; 


Nimitz Names Many Of Vessels In Attack

N e a r ly 2,000 American platies sw ept virtually unchallenged 
over .lapan today in the heaviest air blow of the Pacific war. 
The attack centered on Tokyo. More than 1,000 aircraft 
from a powerful Third fleet, task force lyin g southeast of the 
capital bombed and strafed nearly 80 airdromes around Tokyo 
in a dav-long attack. 
Approximately .500 super-Forts dumped 3,500 tons of fire 
bombs and high explosives on at least five industrial cities.
